3.2 GO TO 2040 Plan

5.1   Complete Streets / IDOT Bureau of Design and Environment (BDE) Manual Revision 

CMAP staff (Tom Murtha) and Ed Barsotti, Executive Director of the League of Illinois Bicyclists, 

will update the Task Force on the status implementing the state’s Complete Streets legislation.  

IDOT has drafted an update to the BD&E Manual to implement the legislation, but many 

stakeholders, including CMAP staff, are concerned that the IDOT draft does not properly address 

the legislation.  The following resources are linked to 

http://www.cmap.illinois.gov/bikeped/minutes.aspx: (1) Complete Streets Law; (2) original and 

revised Chapters 5 and 17 of the BD&E Manual; (3) a letter from the League of Illinois Bicyclists 

and the Active Transportation Alliance responding to the IDOT draft with substantial concerns;
